In special cases, each of which 
must be Individually considered by 
the Mili'.siy Commiilee of the Uii.- 
versii.v Graduate btudente above i 
ihc age of twenty eight }cars may 
be exempted from Military Train- 
ing, if they are either, actively en- 
gaged in research work on projects 
which are appioved by the Gov- 
ernment and of direct importance 
to the national war effort, or else 
if they are married and have fam- 
ilies. 

Since the Military Training re- 
gurenrienlf «ré provided lor oy 
sUituu and Order-in-Countil. '.lit 
University authorities have no i:ght 
to excuse any student from parade 
for reasons other than illness, at- 
tested to by the Medical Officer of 
the University.

Yesterday marked the annual 
evcnl of présentai Ion of books to 
11)0 .NOt-oiid year Mod sliidonls in 
lomonilinmco of Sir Willi.nr. Osier, 
line of MfGiU'.< nio.sl fainnus gradu- 
ales in medicine and also a great 
professor on Ihe staff, and Dr, Wil- 
liam Grant Stewart, another gradu- 
ate in medicine who also did much 
credit to his profo."i.iloii. Donn ol 
Ihe Faculty, Dr. Simpson, wa.s in 
Ihe chair and others on Ihe plat- 
form wore I'tiiicipal and Vicc- 
Chaiiccllor Or. F. Cyril James, 
Associate Dean Dr, J, C. Mcakii a, 
Dr, H. B. Gushing. Mrs. Stewart 
and a few other noted physicians 
of Montreal, The main address was 
delivered by Di. Gushing and the 
book that wa.s presented was Dr, 
Osier's "Way of Lif<>," 

Dr. Simpson in his opening re- 
marks and introduction of the 
speaker recalled the annual oc- 
currence of such an event and told 
the 2nd year class' that Dr. Stewart, 
who graduated in 1888 as Master 
of Surgery, "wished lo leave some 
message to the sludents that he 
loved so well and it was character- 
istic of him that his message should 
be in the form that it did. Osiers 
"Way of Life" was his way; facing 
each day's duty as it came giving 
to it the best he had to give." He 
went on to soy that in this book 
one could read* between the lines 
and he"lrustcd that each student 
there assembled would find a high 
purpose which gave meaning to the 
days and united a life that moved 
onward to a worthy end. He con- 
cluded by saying, "to few is given 
the ability to attain fame as 
teachers and consulants. To each 
and everyone of us, however, ihcrc 
is possible— a life of .service in hia 
own special field." In 1927 the fust 
prcicntation was made of the bookj> 
by Dr. Stewart himself but since 
his death a year later Mrs. Stewart 
has donated the money for the 
books and usually some member of 
Ihe family is present at the cere- 
mony. 

In the main address Dr. Gushing, 
Professor, of Paediatrics, drew a 
parallel between Ihc lives ol Sir 
William Osier and lir. Willian. Ste- 
wart telling, that each was burn 
in a man^c in Ontario and both 
were very hard workeis. He went 
on to say that each was a great 
reader and laid emphasis on the 
fact that It was necessary to bt a 
liaid roiidri- through lilc lo iniikc 
an Olll^.li^ndlllg aiiccess In ilu? field 
of inodKine. Ho also cnnlraated 
their liven Idling Ihe assembled 
students that Sir William Osier w'ai 
a great teacher and writer while 
Dr, Stewart was an excellent 
r.imily dorlor hiil both led lo uul- 
al.ilidliig aiM'i I'.ibo.').

The enrolment at McGill for the 
present session shows that regis- 
tration is remarkably well main- 
tained in ipite of the conditions 
created by the war. Following the 
meeting of the Senate yesterday it 
waj revealed that the total regis- 
tration 3.; 3.102 students agaiast 
3.424 in 1939-40. 

A decline of 112 was noted in 
the number proceeding to degrees, 
accounted for mainly by a drop of 
81 tn t.ie Faculty of Medicine. Tli:5 
li due :c the fact tha; ;h.3 year, 
for tite first time ;n li-.e hiitory ot 
the university, there are cnly lour 
clasies instead o£ five under the 
new four year course. Other slight 
decreases in the Faculty ot .^r's 
and Science and Graci'.iau- studies 
made 'ap tnc tc'.j! drop of IVl. 

In the rank^ of those pursuing 
course^ of itudy leading to diplo- 
mas, a decrease of 30 students in 
the School for Teachers at Macuon- 
ald College was noted. There are 
no rcs;ijtrat..'ns jj yet m the Diplo- 
ma Coui'iCs n .\3r1eulture, which 
last year showed a total of 45 âiu- 
dcnts.
